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Response to Advisory Action Arguments 



Applicant argues that Brim is silent in respect to a dictionary that defined the 
event state of the keyboard. After a closer reading of Applicant's specification [0049- 
0051] the event state of the input device could be the event the input was acting on, i.e. 
mouse enter or mouse leave or simply a current position a mouse. Applicant argues that 
Brim does keep track of some keyboard keystrokes but without the use of a dictionary 
for each event. Examiner is taking the position that Brim obviously teaches keeping 
track of keyboard events (keystrokes) such as CapLock, KeyDown or Key Up in a form 
of storage means (event type dictionary). Examiner is unsure why Applicant believes 
that Brim's system does not monitor the events of the keyboard (keystrokes) in order to 
determine the current state of a given event, because Brim's system clearly teaches 
(container application/display control) recognizing keyboard inputs (via event filter) 
placed by the user, and if Brim's system did not monitor and keep track (via storage 
means) of the current events of the keyboard's keystroke than there would be no reason 
for Brim's system to define the interface between the data input from the keyboard to 
the system. (Figs. 61,6b, 7a, 7b, and 8) Therefore, Brim's system would have to have a 
means in which the keyboard's keystrokes input are keep track of and defined in the 
system. *
